YOURMEDWAY readers are 
being asked to help bring the 
killer of Chatham pensioner 
Antoine Denis to justice. 

The police appeal comes after the 
woman charged with the 66-year-old’s 
murder was released from custody and 
told she no longer faces charges. 

Kim Albone, 39, was arrested on 


Tuesday, January 19 - ten days after 
the body of Mr Denis was found at his 
flat in Copperfield House, New Road, 
Chatham. 

He was killed by a single stab wound. 
Ms Albone, of Luton Road, Chatham, 
appeared before Maidstone Crown 
Court on Friday, February 5, and was 
remanded in custody to await trial at 
crown court. Yet she was freed last 
week. 

A police spokesman said: “Ms Albone

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to stop illegal fly-tipping

HOMEOWNERS are being 
urged to help in the fight 
against the fly-tippers who 
pollute our roads with lorry¬ 
loads of rubbish. 

The call has been made by Medway 
Council’s environmental enforce¬ 
ment team, which works round the 
clock to bring the culprits to justice. 

With the bulk of Medway’s illegally 
dumped rubbish coming from resi¬ 
dential properties, homeowners are 
being asked to help ensure their 
waste is disposed of in the correct 
manner - and not tipped by the side 
of the road. 

Environmental enforcement man¬ 
ager Mark Lawson said: “Fly-tipping 
is often a commercial crime, where 
unlicensed waste-carriers charge res¬ 
idents £50 to take their rubbish and 
then avoid paying landfill taxes by 
simply dumping the load while no- 
one is looking. 

“Unfortunately, the onus of care is 
on the homeowner and if fly-tipped 
rubbish is traced back to them they 
could end up paying a fine. 

“We’d urge anyone who uses a rub¬ 
bish disposal service to ask to see the 
driver’s waste-carrier licence and 
make sure they issue you with a 
waste transfer note. 

“By doing so you can ensure your 
rubbish will be disposed of correctly.” 

Mr Lawson gave his backing to this 
paper’s Trap the Tippers campaign, 
which aims to put an end to 
Medway’s fly-tipping problem. 

He said: “I wholeheartedly support 
Yourmedway’s campaign. We’re 
happy to have a paper on board that 
is willing to tackle the issue.” 

The size of the problem - from mat¬ 
tresses dumped in alleyways to 40 
tonnes of waste being burned in one 


incident alone - became apparent 
when I spent an afternoon working 
alongside senior environmental 
enforcement officer Ian Burrell. 

Our first stop was Shawstead 
Road, Lordswood, which links North 
Dane Way with Capstone Road, and 
is known as a fly-tipping hot spot. 

As we drove along the long, narrow 
road, Ian pointed to popular drop-off 
points; driveways and secluded spots. 

The hedgerows lining the road bear 
the remnants of an untold number of 
illegal disposals, with bricks, tiles, 
cardboard and other litter easily vis¬ 
ible upon inspection. 

Our next stop is to the house of a 
couple who saw two white-van men 
dump rubbish in Shawstead Road, 
and managed to jot down the vehi¬ 
cle’s number plate. 

They said: “We just fume every 
time we drive along the road. 

“Last weekend we saw two men 
dumping cardboard in the road. 

“They were just chucking the last 
bit of rubbish out of their van when 


we came around the comer. 

“We’re so lucky to have a nice bit of 
countryside here and men like these 
are intent on spoiling it. 

“Also, as taxpayers we have to foot 
the bill to have the rubbish removed.” 

Finally, we drove to Dock Road, 
Chatham, where police and Medway 
Council staff were conducting road¬ 
side checks of vans and lorries, 
ensuring any waste-carriers had the 
necessary documentation to trans¬ 
port their mbbish. 

Mark Lawson said his team’s work 
in bringing fly-tippers to justice, 
aided by homeowners’ vigilance, 
roadside checks of waste-carriers and 
visits to businesses to raise aware¬ 
ness of the licences needed to dispose 
of mbbish, was helping to bring fly¬ 
tipping rates down. 

“The team has been in existence for 
three years. 

“Fly-tipping has been decreasing 
year on year so clearly the work we’re 
doing has been having an effect.”

Burtenshaw, 42, was charged and 
released on bail to appear at 
Medway Magistrates Court on 
Friday, April 9. 

Sealey, 39, appeared before 
Medway Magistrates Court today 
and was remanded in custody to 
appear at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Monday, March 29. 

The PC was injured after 
approaching the men in Chatham 
High Street.

Footballer's death 
was tragic accident 

A KEEN footballer who died during 
a five-a-side match lost his life in a 
“desperately tragic accident”, a coro¬ 
ner has mled. 

David Winslow was fatally injured 
after hitting his head against a wall 
at the Black Lion Leisure Centre on 
Tuesday, September 22. 

At an inquest into his death at 
County Hall, Maidstone on 
Thursday, March 18, the court heard 
how David was fatally injured while 
attempting an acrobatic shot on goal. 

Referee Michael Lane described 
how Mr Winslow ran down the indoor 
sports hall pitch before shaping for a 
shot and colliding with the wall. 

A post-mortem examination 
revealed that he suffered a fractured 
skull and bruising to the brain. 

Mid-Kent and Medway coroner 
Roger Sykes recorded a verdict of 
accidental death and said: “This was 
a desperately tragic accident.

HUNDREDS of funrunners took 
part in the Sport Relief challenge, 
raising thousands of pounds for the 
national appeal.

will no longer face charges follow¬ 
ing a joint decision by Kent Police 
and the Crown Prosecution Service 
not to proceed. Officers investigat¬ 
ing the murder are continuing to 
appeal for anyone with information 
to come forward. 

“They are asked to contact offi¬ 
cers on 01634 884011. 

Alternatively, you can call 
Crimestoppers, anonymously, on 
0800 555111. You may be eligible 
for a reward.” 

Detectives have now released a 
CCTV image, showing Mr Denis at 
a shop in Church Street, Chatham, 
at 8.50am on Sunday, December 
27, 2009, in the hope that witness¬ 
es will come forward. 

Det Ch Insp Dave Chewter said: 
“Kent Police's Major Crime Unit is 
continuing to appeal to anyone who 
may have seen Mr Denis before or 
after December 27. 

“We are following a number of 
lines of inquiry but are still keen 
for the public to help. I’d like to 
reassure residents that this was an 
isolated incident and one that is 
extremely rare in Medway.” 

Ms Albone was the third person 
to be arrested in connection with 
Mr Denis’s death. 

Two Chatham men - a 69-year- 
old and a 43-year-old - were arrest¬ 
ed within a week of the incident. 
Both were subsequently released. 


MEDWAYS on-going campaign for 
city status will take a giant leap for¬ 
ward today, with the bid’s leaders 
meeting in Chatham.

“Medway has all the key city cre¬ 
dentials and a lot more besides; a 
population of 255,000, four universi¬ 
ties, a famous cathedral, superb 
transport and trade links, a world- 
famous historic dockyard, a £6 bil¬ 
lion programme of regeneration and 
a great river setting.” 

At the event international archi¬ 
tect Sir Terry Farrell, who designed 
the SIS building - better known as 
the home of MI6 - will talk about his 
plans for Medway’s future. 

Councillor Chambers added: “This 
is the second Making of Medway 
event, and we’ve achieved huge 
progress in the four years since the 
first conference. 

“In Chatham, work is underway on 
delivering a vastly-improved road 
system and one of the best bus sta-

tions in Britain. The Rochester 
Riverside regeneration site is ready 
for 2,000 homes. 

“We have four remarkable univer¬ 
sities, an innovation centre for new 
business ventures, and Medway 
Park - the sports centre that will be 
Medway’s key Olympic legacy. 

“I look forward to taking part in 
the Making of Medway conference, 
and looking ahead to our bid for city 
status in 2012.” 

The bid follows two previous failed 
attempts to achieve city status in

Experts advise 
against calming 
on death road 


POLICE experts have advised 
against imposing traffic calming 
measures on a busy town centre 
road, despite a double tragedy last 
summer. 

Kent Police were asked to consider speed- 
limiting options for Station Road, Strood, 
after the deaths of mother and daughter 
Elsie Blades and Marilyn Herlihy, who were 
hit by a car while crossing the road in July, 
2009. 

Traffic management unit PC Paul Cave 
carried out a review of the road but decided 
calming would not be appropriate. 

In a letter to Medway Council, due to be 
heard at a meeting tomorrow (Thursday), PC 
Cave writes: “I am unable to comment on the 
details of the collision on July 26 as the 
investigation is ongoing. 

“There have been two injury collisions on 
Station Road in the last three years. 
Statistically this is a good record for this type 
of road. 

“Due to the distributor function (providing 
a through route from Frindsbury to 
Rochester) of the road it would not be appro-

priate to place physical calming measures 
such as road humps, chicanes etc along the 
road.” 

Council bosses will write to Station Road 
residents asking them to cut back any trees 
in their front gardens, as they may restrict 
motorists’ visibility. 

Network Rail has also been asked to 
remove overhanging vegetation from a foot¬ 
way near the road’s sole pelican crossing. 

PC Cave’s letter adds: “I realise residents 
would have hoped for more action, however 
decisions cannot be taken on what may be an 
isolated incident.” 

Mother-of-two Elsie Blades, 84, and daugh¬ 
ter Marilyn Herlihy, 60, died after being hit 
by a Seat Ibiza. Mrs Blades died instantly. 
Mrs Herlihy was airlifted to hospital but 
later died of her injuries. 

Widow Mrs Blades left behind her son 
David, his wife Colleen and their two chil¬ 
dren, Reece and Aiden. 

Mrs Herlihy was married to Derek and 
also had two children, 34-year-old Liz and 
26-year-old Gordon.

Mixed fortunes on jobs 

JOBLESSNESS in Kent and Medway has 
increased by more than 5,000 in a year. 

Last month, 37,744 people were claiming 
benefits throughout the county, compared 
with 32,694 in February, 2009. 

The number has also risen by 416 since 
January, this year, although Medway saw a 
reduction of 63 during the same period. 

Minister for the South East Jonathan 
Shaw - also the MP for Chatham and 
Aylesford - said the statistics were not as 
bad as first predicted. 

He said: “This is a worldwide recession and 
we anticipated there would be high unem¬ 
ployment, but it’s not as bad as predicted and 
that’s saving an awful lot of money.” 

Nationally the number of jobseekers has 
fallen by 32,300 to 1.59 million - or 7.8 per 
cent of the total working age population. 

In Kent the figure is 3.6 per cent and in 
Medway it is 4.8 per cent. 


'Erratic' driver arrested 

A SUSPECTED dangerous driver has been 
arrested after a high-speed chase through a 
busy town. 

Police were called to Chatham at 1.35pm 
last Tuesday after a man was reported to be 
driving a black BMW erratically. 

Patrol cars pursued the BMW through the 
town until the motorist came to a sudden stop 
in Lordswood Lane, near the junction with 
Gleaming Wood Drive. 

The driver then abandoned his car and ran 
into nearby woods. Officers chased the sus¬ 
pect on foot and were able to arrest him. 

Safer crossing on the A2 

A PEDESTRIAN crossing is to be installed on 
a busy Rainham road. 

The puffin crossing will be placed on the A2, 
by the junction with Pump Lane, from next 
month. 

It will incorporate a built-in detector system 
able to sense when people are crossing. 

Medway Council’s frontline services portfo¬ 
lio holder Cllr Phil Filmer said: “With their 
detector system, these crossings ensure all 
pedestrians have time to cross and can also 
reduce delays to vehicles by sensing when all 
pedestrians are safely across.”

Teddies to comfort 
road crash children 

TRAFFIC police are using box-loads of 
cuddly Trauma Teddies to comfort chil¬ 
dren involved in road collisions. 

The toys are being given to youngsters 
when they are trapped in a vehicle or 
involved in a crash on Kent’s roads. 

Head of the Roads Policing Unit, Chief 
Inspector Andrew Reeves, said: “Any 
road traffic collision is a bad thing, but it 
is particularly distressing to all con¬ 
cerned when children are involved. 

“This initiative allows our officers to 
give a teddy to any children involved in 
such an incident, which can both comfort 
and calm them. I am very grateful to PC 
Chapman and the local company that 
kindly provided the toys.” 

The idea was the brainchild of traffic 
officer PC Darren Chapman who has 
attended many distressing callouts 
involving children and decided to contact 
a Kent toy manufacturer. 

The toy firm - which wishes to remain 
anonymous - donated about 100 bears 
as well as other cuddly toys for free. 

PC Chapman said: “I am delighted to 
have been able to source the toys at no 
public cost and am veiy grateful to the toy 
company for its empathy and support.” 

In 2008, more than 2,800 children 
were killed or seriously injured on the 
nation’s roads.

THE families of three bikers killed 
in a horror crash in Italy have said 
they are “extremely disappointed” 
with a verdict of accidental death. 

An inquest at Maidstone Coroners Court 
heard how Michael Vercoe, 67, of West 
Kingsdown, and Wendy Pointer, 60, and Colin 
Morrish, 62, both from Rochester, died after 
their motorbikes collided with a lorry in 
September 2009. 

Mr Vercoe’s wife Fay, who was badly injured, 
was the sole survivor. 

The inquest heard how the bikers, who had 
years of experience riding motorbikes, had been 
travelling on the wrong side of the road when 
the tragic crash happened. 

But Mrs Vercoe, who was riding pillion on her 
husband’s bike, stressed the highway in 
Mezzolombardo, in Trento, Italy, was 'Very dan¬ 
gerous” and the signage was “confusing”. 

She said it was not clear where the road 
changed from a duel to a single carriageway, 
and Mr Morrish, who had Mrs Pointer riding 
pillion, and Mr Vercoe both pulled out to over¬ 
take a car “as though they had a right to”. 

Mrs Vercoe said: “Both Colin and Michael 
were very methodical riders. 

“They wouldn’t have taken any risks to put us 
in danger. Something must have made them 


make that mistake.” 

But a report from Italian police said the road 
did have adequate signs and markings. 

Coroner Roger Sykes told the inquest despite 
there being no dangerous driving involved, he 
had no power to make any recommendations to 
the Italian authorities about the stretch of road. 

A statement read out by Mrs Vercoe’s solicitor 
following the inquest said the families were 
“extremely disappointed” with the verdict. 

“We feel very strongly that there were prob¬ 
lems with the road that undoubtedly con¬ 
tributed to the accident. 

“The fact the road has not been found to be 
the cause does not tally with the widespread 
media coverage at the time of the crash that the 
road was in fact dangerous - a view echoed by 
the local mayor.” 

Richard Compton, who had been riding on a 
separate motorbike behind Mr Vercoe and Mr 
Morrish at the time of the accident, said both 
were very experienced riders. 

In a statement read out at the inquest, he 
said: “By the way it happened, I don’t think 
they understood it was a two-way road.” 

Tributes paid to Mr Morrish, who ran CM 
Motorcycles in Rochester High Street, 
described him as a “soft and caring man” and a 
“great bloke”. 

He had been taking part in the Motorcycle 
Touring Club of Europe with Mrs Pointer, a 
clinical nurse specialist, and Mr and Mrs 
Vercoe when the tragedy happened.

I You're somewhat of a panto pro, how long have you been 
^involved in pantomime? 

A I’ve done 28 years of panto, so I’ve done 
quite a lot of this type of work. I’ve never 
done this show, but I’ve done musicals and 
plays - I did Mel Brooks’ The Producers the 
year before last, so I’ve done a fair few bits and 
pieces. 

Q How many times have you performed at the Central 
Theatre? 

A Loads of times because I live here. I live in 
Rochester, so I know the area well. It’s one 
of the reasons for doing this for me. I can get 
home every night. Normally at this time of the 
year we’re out on the road. This year, for a 
month, I can get home every night which 
makes a change for me. 

What are you looking forward to in this role? 

A Everyone knows the story of the Wizard of 
Oz and the kids know the characters. You 
haven’t got to build the character up. When 
the producer asked me to do it, he said you 
could do whatever you want. I thought I’d do 
the scarecrow as I could wear my own clothes. 

Q How does being live on stage compare to working for 
tv? 

A When you’re doing live stuff, you’ve got the 
experience of the live audience to react to 


you straight away. You know what their feed¬ 
back is straight away. What you see is what 
you get [on stage], you can’t go back and say 
‘oh, sorry can we do that again, I mucked it up.’ 

How significant was T'm a Celebrity...'? 

A lt was three weeks of my life that I really 
enjoyed, but everyone asks if it was life¬ 
changing. No, it was like going on a rubbish 
holiday with 15 people you’ll never want to see 
again, then coming back like Elvis for three 
weeks. I’m not knocking it - if they asked me to 
do it again, I’d do it at the drop of a hat. I loved 
it. You came back a stone and a half lighter 
and constipated. 

What are you looking forward to in the live show? What 
are you expecting from the audience? 

A All these types of shows, you can rehearse 
for weeks on end but there is always some¬ 
thing missing - the audience. That’s why our 
rehearsal schedule is quite tight. 

We only have about eight days of rehearsals. 
If you go over and over it, you’re not sure if it 
is funny anymore. 

Once the audience get in front of you, they’re 
the ones that tell you if it is any good. 
Especially the kids, they are brutally honest. 
Adults will sit through two and a half hours of 
cack but kids, if they are bored, will get up, go 
to the toilet, text their mates or whatever. It’s 
a different type of show working for kids. 


Q So would you say it is important to introduce them to 
the theatre then? 

A Yes. At the moment, all the kids know is 
what is behind a video screen. What’s on 
the Playstation or X-box, what’s on the com¬ 
puter or email or on the telly with 300 chan¬ 
nels. So when they get into a theatre, they’re 
like ‘I didn’t know it was like this.’ I think it is 
important kids are introduced to live theatre. 

Q What type of shows do you like to watch when you are 
looking on to the stage? 

A Over the past couple of years with my son, 
who’s 21 and an actor, we’ve said we have 
to see all these shows that have been running 
for 22-23 years. They’ve been running because 
they have something special about the show. 
So we’ve been to see Les Mis, The Phantom of 
the Opera and others. 

What is the best show you've been to see? 

A The best one we’ve seen is the Woman in 
Black. It’s been running for 24 years now. 
It’s a horror story and a ghost story. There are 
two people and they play about 12 characters 
each and it blew me away. 

There’s no set and it’s all done with lighting 
and a bit of net curtain. It’s the experience of 
live theatre and of two people holding an audi¬ 
ence for two and a half hours. That is what live 
theatre is all about, experiencing something, 
not just watching it on a dead screen.

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Science behind the drive 
to improve the golf swing

A SPORTS scientist is using state- 
of-the-art equipment to help golfers 
perfect their swing. 

University of Greenwich PhD student Peter 
Brooks said his high-tech virtual golf simulator 
and top-of-the-range cameras, worth more than 
£100,000 in total, could improve a golfer’s game 
by up to five per cent. 

The cameras are used to capture each golfer’s 
swing in minute detail. The software then 
analyses what separates the ten best drives 
from the ten worst and give the golfers a 3D 
view of their swing. 

Peter said his work was cutting edge. 

“We can analyse golfers’ motion in three 
dimensions from inception to completion of 


the swing. This is totally new,” he said. 

“We have ten cameras which capture about 
500 frames a second, compared to about 25 
frames a second at a normal golf lesson. 

“Initial findings have been encouraging. 
Different characteristics are emerging from the 
data leading us to think that there may be mul¬ 
tiple swing styles based on factors such as flex¬ 
ibility, strength, age or size but more subjects 
are needed to confirm this. 

“I need more professionals, and high calibre 
club players - handicaps of five or less - to 
come down and be tested. 

“If coaches are present we can point out what 
we can see from our analysis. The coach may 
want to concentrate on a specific area, which 
we can do, so it’s an interactive process. 

“There’s nothing like word of mouth. The golf¬ 
ing community can be quite close knit. We’re 
sports scientists, not golf professionals, so we 


need to work with coaches and offer them the 
tools which are available now, here, today.” 

Professional golfer Ben Collins, 19, was among 
the first to trial Peter’s simulator and said he 
has already seen big improvements in his game. 

“The 3D analysis has given me a picture of 
my movement that I have not been able to see 
through coaching with regular video” he said. 

“This equipment really helped me change my 
golf swing as well as helping me with my fit¬ 
ness and strengthening programmes.” 

Ben’s coach Karl Steptoe added: “As a golf 
professional for more than 12 years my initial 
training was heavily influenced by rule-based 
instruction and from personal experience as a 
player and a coach. 

“Basically, this system helps move away from 
a ‘do this, don’t do that’ approach which doesn’t 
always produce the best results, especially 
under pressure.”

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Air ambulance searches 
lor its fundraising heroes 



TWENTY years ago Kent’s emer¬ 
gency services changed forever 
with the introduction of a dedicat¬ 
ed air ambulance crew. 

Within just a week of its launch, eight people 
- two of whom would have almost certainly 
died - were saved by the service. 

And since its introduction in 1990, this 
figure has soared, with hundreds now safe and 
well thanks to the committed crew. 

But officials at the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust have admitted the real heroes are those 
who spend their time raising vital cash to fund 
the £1.7 million needed annually to keep the 
service running. 

And to show their appreciation, a special 
awards ceremony, sponsored by KOS Media, is 
being held to mark the 20th anniversary and 
thank the fundraisers. 

John Tickner, chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance, said the awards - the first of their 
kind - acknowledge the huge support the 
charity has in the county. 

He said. “This year marks a special anniver¬ 
sary in the life of the air ambulance, but this 
has only been made possible by the generosity 
of the people in Kent.” 

Since 1991, almost every penny of the £1.7m 
needed per year has come from public dona¬ 
tions, with funds paying for doctors, fuel, 
training, equipment and medication. Officials 
are hoping to raise even more money so the 
service can also run through the night. 

And in 1998, when a crash took the lives of 
pilot Graham Budden and paramedics Mark 
Darby and Tony Richardson, donations flooded 
in for a new helicopter bearing the initials of 
the casualties. 

Lynn Hyder, county fundraiser at the air 
ambulance, said the charity is now inviting 
nominations from the public saying who they 
think should be commended for their fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

Ms Hyder said: “All these inspiring people 
have helped save lives through their generosi¬ 
ty and we think these awards are a fitting 
tribute to show our thanks.” 

The black tie ceremony is being held at the 
Leas Cliff Hall in Folkestone on May 8.

A RESTORED mausoleum, a house built from 
a railway carriage and Ashford’s shared space 
scheme were among the winners at the Kent 
Design Awards. 

The prestigious ceremony, organised by 
Kent County Council, saw architects behind 
some of the county’s most iconic buildings 
recognised for their work. 

Of the winners, the Damley Mausoleum, in 
Cobham Wood, near Gravesend, received the 
first-ever project of the year award in memory 
of former leader of KCC Lord Sandy Bruce- 
Lockhart, who died in August, 2008. 

Canterbury architects Purcell Miller Tritton 
and PAYE Stonework and Restoration of 


London were applauded for their “labour of 
love” which brought the 18th century listed 
building back to life after years of vandalism, 
and a major fire in 1980. 

KCC’s innovative Ashford shared space 
scheme, which sees pedestrians and cars shar¬ 
ing the roads, picked up the town and village 
renaissance award. 

And an unusual beach house, located near 
Dungeness Power Station and made from a 
19th century railway carriage, was named the 
residential minor development winner. 

Judge Mathew Woodhead, director of urban 
design at DHA Planning in Maidstone, 
said the standard of buildings in and around 


Kent is exceptionally high. 

Mr Woodhead said although there were dif¬ 
ferent categories with unique designs, there 
were four things judges were looking for. 

“These were how the building interacts with 
the surrounding area; usability and who it was 
designed for; quality of the architecture; and 
whether key urban design principles were fol¬ 
lowed,” he said. 

“Personally, I was really impressed by the 
Quarterhouse. It is an iconic building for the 
community and it’s already attracting lots of 
musicians and artists. Despite being modem 
architecture, the actual building follows the 
same principles as the older ones around it.”

Even plans to re-run the famous TV ad from 
the 1960s featuring Tony Hancock - to cele¬ 
brate the 50th anniversary of the “go to work 
on an egg” strapline - fell foul of the Broadcast 
Advertising Clearance Centre. 

BACC felt the ad “goes against what is now 
the generally accepted advice of a varied diet”. 

And Shelter has fallen foul of the radio 
equivalent, RACC, for a campaign that pro¬ 
motes its housing advice service because the 
ads are deemed to be too political and deni¬ 
grate the Government and its services. 

The ads, which point out that there is a 
three-year waiting list for council houses, were 
deemed to breach the 2003 Communications 
Act.

Former Neighbours star Mark Little steps 
into the spotlight to lead the audience on an 
exploration of the key differences between 
men and women. 

This hilarious but truthful show will have 
audiences laughing as they recognise their 
own behaviour in the stories, as Little offers 
observations of contemporary feminism and 
masculine sensitivity. 

The play was first created by Rob Becker in 
San Francisco in 1991 and when Little first 
took on the role in 2000, the production won a 
Best Entertainment Olivier Award. After tour¬ 
ing for three years, Little decided to stop per¬ 
forming the show as the owner would not 
allow changes to the script which Little felt 
were necessary for a British audience. 

But a few years later, the rights changed 
hands and he was granted the freedom he 
needed to revive the show. 

Along with his wife, director Cathy Farr, 
Little was able to make the changes that he 
felt would make the show more relevant in the 
UK and the show was back on the road. 

As well as providing hilarious entertain¬ 
ment, Little believes that Defending the 
Caveman offers genuine insights into the male 
and female psyche. The experience could help 
men and women to understand each other bet¬ 
ter, while also rekindling romance as partners 
see the world through each other’s eyes. 

The show explores the reasons behind rela¬ 
tionship difficulties and ponders whether the 
male behaviour that angers women could 
stem from the days when men worshipped 
females. 

By exploring the idea that the gender traits 
which cause such conflict are an ancient part 
of the human make-up, Little encourages peo¬ 
ple to see each their partners in a new light 
and celebrate their differences. 

He also explores 21st century problems like 
a lack of role models for young men and the 
changing way in which masculinity is viewed. 
Described as ‘a comic thesis’ rather than 
stand-up, this charming and entertaining 
show is a real treat for both men and women. 

Best-known for his role as Joe Mangel in 
Australian soap opera Neighbours, Little 
became a huge star in both his native country 
and the UK after joining the show in 1988. He 
played the lovable rogue for three years and 
made a brief return to Ramsay Street in 2005 
to mark the soap’s 20th anniversary, but 


Britain is now his adopted home and he has 
lived here for the last 18 years. 

Since his days in Neighbours, Little has 
become a star of the stage and has taken a 
number of shows to the Edinburgh Festival. 
He has appeared in pantomime and two years 
ago, he played manic-depressive Roy in a 
London production of Cosi, Louis Nowra’s play 
about a university student who is asked to 
stage a show in a mental hospital. In the mid- 
90s Little replaced Chris Evans as host of 


Channel 4’s Big Breakfast and has also 
appeared in films such as Blackball.

RUBBER-face funnyman Jim 
Carrey delivers his best dramatic 
performance since Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless Mind in 
this improbable and utterly incred¬ 
ible true story 

Based on a novel by investigative reporter 
Steve McVicker, I Love You Phillip Morris 
charts the romance of two prison inmates and 
their subsequent journey of self-discovery on 
both sides of the bars. 

Writer-directors Glenn Ficarra and John 
Requa (Bad Santa) strike a pleasing balance 
between laughter and soul-searching in this 
oddball comedy 

Smouldering 

Crucially, Carrey generates smouldering 
screen chemistry as Stephen Russell with co- 
star Ewan McGregor, convincing us that undy¬ 
ing love and a daredevil spirit can overcome 
anything. 

Truth is far, far stranger than Ficarra and 
Requa’s entertaining fiction, which takes dra¬ 
matic licence with dialogue and abbreviates 
the exploits of their white-collar crime during 
the 1980s and 1990s. 

They escaped incarceration four times and 
paid a terrible price for humiliating the US 
prison service. 

The real Russell was handed a 144-year sen¬ 
tence and must spend 23 hours every day 
confined to his cell without visitors. That’s no 
laughing matter. 

When we first meet Stephen, he is a happily 
married police officer with a beautiful wife, 
Debbie, and a young daughter. 

However, the family man has a secret: he is 
gay. 

When he can no longer keep the secret, 
Stephen comes out to his wife and moves to 
Florida with boyfriend Jimmy. 


The cost of living fabulously is perilously 
high, and Stephen breaks the law to finance 
his lavish tastes. 

The authorities eventually catch up with the 
swindler and sentence him to time in prison, 
where he meets softly spoken Phillip Morris 
(Ewan McGregor). 

Struggles 

The attraction is instant, and Stephen 
schemes to become his lover’s cellmate. 

When he finally gains parole, Stephen poses 
as a lawyer to get Phillip out of prison early, 
but once they are united on the outside, the 


former con man struggles to mend his ways. 

Phillip lands a high-profile position as chief 
financial officer at a large corporation, where 
the temptation to embezzle is irresistible. 

When the police invariably come knocking 
for their man, Phillip is distraught: “I don’t 
care about the money,” he pleads. 

“All I want is you. I just want us to be togeth¬ 
er.” 

I Love You Phillip Morris is sweet, sexy and 
at times hilarious, posing the obvious dilem¬ 
ma: can a gay con man go straight? 

Carrey keeps his usual nervous tics and 
funny voices in check and the rapport with 



McGregor, sporting a Southern accent and 
cropped blond hair, anchors the picture. 

Ficarra and Requa treat characters with 
affection and don’t shy away from the physi- 
cality of Stephen and Phillip’s relationship, 
creating a wonderfully odd couple. 

We believe in the characters and root for 
them, even though we know that everything 
Phillip says and does is for his own financial 
and emotional gain.

Mara is perfect place to get 
great shot at some wildlife

THERE’S a knack to photo¬ 
graphing the Little Bee- 
eater. 

The picture you want is this: The 
bird is in mid-flight, its green shim¬ 
mering wings flung wide and a just- 
caught bug clamped in its beak. 

Precision timing, a steady hand 
and a little specialist knowledge are 
all essential. With the last of these, 
your pictures are transformed into 
the sort of images to grace a nature 
magazine, and without it you are 
doomed to an endless succession of 
empty branches. 

Paul Goldstein has that knowl¬ 
edge. The award-winning wildlife 
photographer who has coaxed, 
cajoled and demanded the best from 
amateur snappers for years. 

I joined one of his safaris in 
Kenya’s Masai Mara. 

Within minutes of arriving at our 
luxurious camp, we were bouncing 
along in one of Paul’s specially con¬ 
verted vehicles in pursuit of a chee¬ 
tah and her two cubs. 

After barely half an hour in Paul’s 
company, it was already abundantly 
clear he takes no prisoners. 

“Stop mincing!” he yelled, as I fum¬ 
bled with my kit while the vehicle 
jolted across the dry savannah. 

My brand new digital SLR body 
was eventually attached to a lens 
the size of a rocket launcher, bor¬ 
rowed from a fellow traveller who 
hired something even more substan¬ 
tial for this expedition. 

We found the cheetahs bathed in 
honeyed afternoon light, with the 
mother looking wistfully into the 
distance. The scene was beautiful, 
but my companions had other ideas. 

In the distance, a juicy-looking

Thomson’s gazelle grazed near a 
thicket, small and spry - an ideal 
feast for a peckish big cat. 

It was over in a second, the preda¬ 
tor so close there was barely a chase. 
However, for a novice wildlife pho¬ 
tographer, the thrill was intense. 

Only afterwards did I realise I had 
caught the action on camera: The 
cheetah lunging from a swirl of dust, 
front paws stretched out to whip the 
gazelle’s back legs from under it. 

Huge crowds of wildebeest gath¬ 
ered for annual crossings of the 
Mara heading for the Serengeti and 
Tanzania, and we watched in won¬ 
der as animals fought to cross the 
river, unperturbed as crocodiles 
picked off the occasional snack. 

Often we were still out at sunset, 


chasing the dying light for a spot to 
take in the great billowing clouds as 
they bruised against a hot red sky. 
At these times, photographs came 
second to soaking up the astonish¬ 
ing beauty of the dying Mara day 
with a cold beer. 

Much is made of the idea that we 
have progressed from shooting wild 
creatures with guns to using camera 
lenses. While there are similarities - 
you must learn an animal’s habits to 
predict its movements - hunters 
aimed to stop the wildlife in its 
tracks, but we wanted the right 
light, and of course action. 

Thanks to the eagle eyes of our 
guides, and Paul’s knowledge and 
enthusiasm, we had all in abun¬ 
dance.

Nissan’ cracks of the past, however unfair, 
reminding us instead that the brand used its 
truly ordinary 1980s Micra K10 supermini 
to create a family of retro limited edition 
spin-offs for the Japanese market. 

Two of these - the Figaro coupe and S- 
Cargo van - went on to become much sought 
grey imports to the UK. 

So the Cube upholds a bit of quirky tradition 
as well as being a thoroughly practical car. 

It will never - and was never intended to - 
set the driver’s heart racing, but it would take 
a long time to become bored with it. 

Prices start at £14,000 for the 108bhp 1.6- 
litre petrol manual model, capable of averag¬ 
ing more than 42.8mpg. 

A 1.5-litre diesel joins the range in May. 


NISSAN’S eye-catching Cube is a 
"Marmite motor’ - you either love it 
or hate it. 

But the pro-Cubists are passionate and that 
is driving sales of the rather limited supplies 
that Nissan expects to bring into the UK for 
the time being. 

Not surprisingly, valuation guides predict 
robust secondhand prices - CAP reckons the 
car will be worth 45 per cent of its value after 
three years/30,000 miles. 

The BMW Mini and Fiat 500 cult cars have 
shown that even the hard-nosed used buyer is 
prepared to pay more for style and image and 
the Cube seems set to underline that. 

At first glance, it looks like the styling is a 
long way from some swish design studio or 
even the hand of a grown-up - it has the wax 
crayon signature of a five-year-old writ large 
upon its boxy flanks. 

On closer inspection though there is some 
lovely detail; I particularly like the asymmet¬ 
ric Smeg refrigerator-style rear door, which 
accentuates curves cleverly worked into the 
boxy overall design.

Keep on top of 
your mortgage 
for right deal 

MANY homeowners are not aware of 
their mortgage rate, with the recently- 
quoted figure of 28 per cent of people 
branded “a gross underestimate”. 

More than half do not know their 
interest rate, according to Ray Boulger, 
senior technical manager at mortgage 
advice firm John Charcol. 

“In general I would say that there is a 
considerable lack of knowledge about 
people’s specific mortgage products,” he 
said. 

Mr Boulger urged homeowners to be 
aware of the interest rate they are pay¬ 
ing, as well as when their current deal 
comes to an end, to ensure they have the 
best loan to suit their needs. 

“The more notice people take of their 
various financial products, the more 
likely it is they are going to know when 
they have got a good deal and when they 
should be thinking of switching,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Figures from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders have revealed that gross mort¬ 
gage-lending declined to about £9.1 bil¬ 
lion in January - a fall of almost a third 
on December.

Prices hit by weather 
and stamp duty rise

HOUSE prices saw a 1.5 per cent 
fall last month - the first decline 
since June 2009, according to the 
most recent figures available from 
the Halifax House Price Index. 

And in the first three weeks of March the 
trend has continued. 

But the previous seven consecutive months 
of increases mean that the average price 
remains 8 per cent above the lowest level 
reached in April 2009. 

This equates to an increase of £12,367, tak¬ 
ing the average house price to £166,857. 

Halifax has suggested that a low supply of 
properties has been a key factor in pushing up 
prices, with improvements in the market only 
recently encouraging sellers to enter the mar¬ 
ket, even if mortgage finance has remained 
difficult to secure. 

Lenders have attributed the fall to the win¬ 
try weather and the end of a temporary 
stamp-duty holiday on homes changing hands 
between £125,000 and £175,000. 

According to Halifax’s index, prices are still 
well below the level they reached in the sum¬ 
mer of 2007. 

Its figures show that from August 2007 to 
last April, prices dived by 23 per cent, wiping 
more than £45,000 off the average price of a 
property, from under £200,000 to £154,490. 

The figures show that since then, prices 
have risen by 8 per cent (£12,500), which com¬ 
mentators have attributed to low interest 
rates, improved affordability and a shortage of 
homes for sale. 

But since the start of the year there has been 
a change in the supply-and-demand balance. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors suggest the recent 
improvement in market conditions has 


encouraged more homeowners to attempt to 
sell their property. As a result, the stock of 
properties available for sale increased for the 
second successive month in January. 

Halifax housing economist Martin Ellis said 
this was likely to have been a factor in 
February’s price falls: “An increase in the num¬ 
ber of properties available for sale has helped 
to reduce slightly the imbalance between sup¬ 
ply and demand. 

“At the same time, the bad weather in the 
first two months of 2010, together with the 
return of the lowest stamp-duty threshold to 
£125,000, are likely to have had an adverse 
impact on housing demand. 


“The combination of these factors appears to 
have helped to curb the upward pressure.” 

Howard Archer, chief UK economist at IHS 
Global Insight, said other factors also suggest¬ 
ed further price falls were on the cards. 

“Although the Bank of England may well 
hold off from raising interest rates until 2011, 
the overall economic environment - notably 
high unemployment likely to rise further, 
and low earnings growth - is still far from sup¬ 
portive for house prices, while credit condi¬ 
tions remain pretty tight and the stamp duty 
threshold has fallen. 

“In addition, house price/earnings ratios 
have moved back up.”

The event was held to strengthen Swale 
council’s rapport with local landlords and fea¬ 
tured talks from the Electrical Safety Council 
and the Porchlight homeless charity.

The council has launched many initiatives 
with landlords and tenants in Swale. 

The Kent accreditation course held in 
Sittingboume offered both new and experi¬ 
enced landlords the opportunity to learn about 


how to operate a successful business and how 
to provide tenants with safe and high-quality 
accommodation. 

Those who joined the scheme and who have 
continued to abide by the standards set are 
‘accredited’ and recognised across Kent as 
good landlords. 

David Simmons, of Swale council, said “The 
Swale Landlords Forum is a great idea. 

“The council wants to work as closely as pos¬ 
sible with landlords and tenants and reinforce 
its support of the Kent Landlords’ 
Accreditation Scheme to make sure that we do 
everything that we can to help everyone.”

MEDWAY paid the penalty for a poor first- 
half as their two-game winning run came to 
an end at Crowborough on Saturday. 

The visitors were without several key 
players for the trip to Sussex, with Liam 
Weobley, Roger Rhynheart and Rob Ellis 
among the influential figures missing. They 
were blown away by an incisive first-half 
performance from the hosts. 

Crowborough were dominant at set pieces 
and ran in three tries, converted two, plus a 
penalty, to lead 22-0 at the break. 


With nothing to lose Medway committed 
themselves to attack in the second-half. 
They got back into the game with a try from 
Danny Williams, which was converted by 
Glen Wadsworth. 

Another score, this time from Luke Bums, 
closed the gap further, but Crowborough 
scored another converted try to wrap up a 
relatively comfortable victory. 

There were positives for head coach Taff 
Gwilliam to draw from the game. Alex 


Waterman, 18, looked composed on his 
debut after his promotion from the develop¬ 
ment squad, while Simon Green performed 
well in the makeshift side. 

The defeat left the club fifth in London 3 
South East, no mean achievement for a 
newly-promoted side. They have two games 
remaining and face an improving Park 
House team scrapping for points at the 
wrong end of the table this Saturday.

GILLINGHAM’S performance in 
holding high-flying Charlton 
Athletic at the Valley on Saturday 
has given manager Mark Stimson 
added belief his side will beat the 
drop in League One. 

First-half goals from Andy Barcham and 
Dennis Oli saw the Gills come from behind to 
lead at half-time after an error from Alan 
Julian gifted Charlton the opening goal. 

David Mooney’s second-half strike levelled 
the game, but the Gills held firm in the closing 
stages to take a well-earned point. 

The result extended the club’s winless away 
run to 19 games, but results around them 
ensured the gap to the bottom four remained 
two points. With games against Leeds, Norwich 
and Southampton to come in the final weeks, 
the display gave Stimson cause for optimism his 
side could compete with the best in the division. 

He said: ‘We started the game with probably

our best three players missing - Simon King, 
Barry Fuller and Simeon Jackson - so to come 
here and perform how we did gives me a lot of 
confidence. It’ll only be done if the boys are pre¬ 
pared to work as hard as they did [on Saturday]. 

We’d have loved three [points], but we knew 
it was going to be a hard task. This side is 
going for automatic promotion and they won’t 
be far away because right through their team 
they have quality.” 

An estimated 3,000 visiting fans made the 
short trip up the A2 for Gillingham’s first com¬ 


petitive game at the Valley since 1981. 

They may have feared the worst when 
Charlton took the lead with a soft goal on the 
half-hour mark, when Frazer Richardson’s long- 
range effort crept under Julian. The advantage 
barely lasted a minute, when Andy Barcham 
came in from the left to fire a wonderful low shot 
past Addicks stopper Rob Elliot from 20 yards. 

It got even better for the visitors in first-half 
stoppage time. Elliot spilled Rene Howe’s shot 
straight into Dennis Oli’s path and the winger 
- in the starting line-up courtesy of doubts 
over Jackson’s hamstring - prodded home. 

Hopes of a first away win since May were 
extinguished by Mooney’s smart turn and shot 
on the hour, but despite enjoying most of the pos¬ 
session, Charlton were unable to find a winner. 

There could be more good news for the Gills 
today, with skipper Barry Fuller due to see a 
specialist to consider putting a lighter cast on 
his broken arm. The full-back warmed up with 
the squad on Saturday and could be close to a 
return if doctors give him the green light.

MARK Patterson has left Gillingham’s centre 
of excellence to take charge of a new academy 
based at Ashford Town. 

The 41-year-old started his new role on 
Monday, which will see him front a joint 
venture by Ryman South side Ashford Town 
and nearby The North School. 

Patterson spent five years as player with 
the Gills and returned to Priestfield in 
2006 to join the club’s youth set-up. 

During his time as under-18s manager he 
has overseen the promotion of several 
youngsters to the first-team, including 
Luke Rooney and Jack Payne, who have 
both made an impact this season. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson praised Patterson 
for his hard work and wished him well. 

He said: “We couldn’t stand in his way. I 
asked him if he was totally 100 per cent sure 
and he was, so I just send him my best wish¬ 
es and hope he’s successful. You never know, 
one day he might come back to Gillingham 
and get involved in some other capacity 
because he’s been a good servant to the club.” 

Bryan Bull, who looks after Gillingham’s 
younger sides, will take temporary charge of 
the under-18s until the end of the season, when 
a permanent successor will be appointed. 

Patterson told Ashford Town’s website: “The 
opportunity came along and it was something 
I wanted to have a go at. As I now live in 
Ashford it seemed a good time to start some¬ 
thing that will not only benefit the football 
club, but Ashford as a whole.”

Julian’s hoping Gills 
run will herald his 
international return 

ALAN Julian is hoping his extended run in 
the Gillingham side will catch the eye of 
Northern Ireland selectors and reignite his 
international career. 

The goalkeeper won six caps at under-21 
level, but has not been in contact with the 
Irish Football Association (IFA) in the five 
years since. 

Julian fell off the radar after dropping 
down from Brentford into non-league with 
Stevenage Borough, but almost two seasons 
after arriving at Priestfield he appears 
to finally be in the process of establishing 
himself as Gillingham’s number one. 

Happy with his form at club level, Julian 
is eager just to be involved in Northern 
Ireland’s senior set-up. 

He said: “I’d love to get a call-up, but that’s 
down to [manager] Nigel Worthington and 
the staff in charge there. I wouldn’t say I’m 
hurting my chances playing here. 

“It would be nice to get in the squad, they 
take three goalkeepers and to be one of 
those would be absolutely amazing. 

“I’m not really thinking about it, I’m just 
concentrating on my form here and that 
would hopefully take care of itself.” 

After making just six appearances in his 
first year at the Gills, Julian looked set for 
another frustrating season until Simon 
Royce was involved in a car crash in 
December. Julian has not looked back since, 
with Saturday’s game at Charlton his 18th 
consecutive start. 

It is a far cry from the situation in 
November, when Julian submitted a 
transfer request due to a lack of first-team 
football. The 27-year-old is not sure if he is 
even still on the transfer list, but the run of 
games has changed his outlook. 

He said: “I never wanted to leave the club; 
I just wanted to play football. 

“I’m playing now and I’m happy - simple 
as that - so I don’t want to leave. There’s no 
problem at all.”
